SOLDIERS’ FUNERALS, 


Flaborate Formula Governs the Last 
Nites fo British Army. 

“The deceased was bustled with 
military bonors.” We often read this 
of the funerals of soldiers and ex- 
soldiers, alihough, according to the | 
“King’s Regulations and Orders for 
the Army,"’ only those soldiers actu- | 
ally holding some military command 
or office at (he time of their death are 
granted the honor of a military fun- 
eral. Military honors at the death 
of an ex-soldier are, therefore, an act 
of indulgence, which is, of course, 
never disputed. 

The troops detailed for the escort, 
commonly known as. the firing party, | 
and varying in strength with the rank 
of the deceased, are drawn up in two 
lines with unfixed bayonets facing the 
building where the body is placed. 
When the body is brought out the es- 
cort is’ ordered to “Present arms," 
and as the procession is ready to move 
off, to ‘Reverse arms." The band fol- 
lows, the escort and. the drums are 
muffled. The coffin, covered with the 
Union Jack, upon which are placed 
the headdress and side-arms o*% the 
deecased, is borne upon a gun car-. 
riage. a +f 

Pall-bearers, of equal rank with 
the deceased, march on eagh side, 
and the chief mourners follow im- 
mediately after the corpse, whilst 
next to them comes the following 
party of soldiers, usually comrades of 
the deceased. The officers, the sen- 
iors last, march In the rear. 

In the case of mounted officers or 
men the horse of the deceased is led 
in the procession, the riding boots
